The Usual Thing

REAK-DOWN of the movement to bring about a fair and 
impartial audit of the State Highway Department pre- 


sents no new situation. On the contrary it may be safely, con- 
sidered the usual thing. Other movements with similar in- 
tent in the past have failed, and the latest development has 
probably caused no surprise. The Audit Commission says it 
has not proper authority for conducting the audit, and Gov- 
ernor Parnell expresses the view that there is ample authority 
as well as ample funds for the purpose. 


So there is an impasse, whatever that means, and im- 


pressive silence on the part of the Highway Commission, 
about which has raged many a heated controversy within the 
past few years, 


The Helena World suggested last August that it might 


he well enough to gve the Hghway Commission a chance to 
do something during the ensuing two years, the argument 
being that the Commission could not be expected to tunction 
properly if compelled constantly to defend itself against at- 


' tacKs from many cources. The World still holds to that view, 


but since the latest developments have created an intolerable 
situation it is clear that matters can not be perinitted to stand 
as they are. Something must be done about it beyond a 
Sqwbt (f for no other purpose than to set the public mind at 
rest. 


We hold, therefore, that it would be a' graceful and reas- 


suring move if the Highway Commission could see its way 
clear to clean-cut cooperation with the Audit Commission and 
the Governor. It could waive all considerations of legal au- 
thority claimed by the Audit Commission to be non-existent 
and by-the Governor to have been conferred by the last Gen- 
3 Assembly, and offer its records and all its official acts 
for careful inspection; and it could offer the assistance ot its 
members and its employees in furthering any reasonable in- 
vestigation that might be attempted. If there has been no 
momTdoing, such a course, if followed by the Highway Com- 
mission would result in complete vindication and restoration 
§ public confidence; and if there has been wrong doing, no 
citizens of the State should he more anxious and more willing 
S KtKuilty persons brought to book than members of 
ihe Comniission.—Helena, World.

That was my first ex- 
perience as conductor. I soon learn- 
ed that I had given up better work, 
as the times in Old. .Mexico 
forty- 


five years ago were very crude,'with 
not much'Comfort 'for an American 
railroad man. My next place. was 
fireing'an engihd'on the SP'between 
Los Angles and Bakersfield, but quit 
that and got R job as brakeman on 
the old A&Pc (now part of the Santa 
Fe) out of Needles, California, and 
soon drifted to San Francisco and got 
work switching in Frisco yard. From 
there I went to Pocatello, Idaho, and 
was Ihen a graduale "boomer." Work- 
ed as brakeman, north out of Pocatel- 
lo and east to Green River until an 
old El Paso chum came along and I 
went with him. Worked a while on 
the Ft. Worth & Denver 
between 


Clarendon and Texline during the 
stock rush, but when that was over 
we went our way again, this time to 
Mexico City, via Laredo, arriving in 
the city over the old National Rail- 
way. We both secured jobs as con- 
ductor on the Mexican Central. 
I 


was told to go out and learn the road, 
but due to an emergency was called 
to go out that night on through freight 
with a crew of Mexican 
brakemen 


and enginemen who could not talk 
English and my Spanish was 
very 


limited. Rode out on top of the cup- 
ola of the caboose, cheeking off pass- 
ing tracks by my timetable and suc- 
ceeded in arriving at San Juan Del 
Rio, the end of the division, on time 
the next morning. Worked on various 
divisions of that road until, after a 
few months, was promoted to pas- 
senger service with a run between 
Mexico City and Silao. Changes were 
made often on these runs but I stay- 
ed longer than most of them. The 
Spring of 1892 found me as con- 
ductor on a pile driver crew on the

.curves, but on a straight piece of 
track made a run for it and passed 
my brakeman sitting on end of a car 
holding to a brake. Told him this was 
the last trip and passed on. Soon 
heard a crash as we derailed in a cut 
on a sharp curve and we must have 
been going at least seventy miles an 
hour at that time. I clung to the 
running- board on top of a car and 
went down with and into the wreck- 
age. Don't know how, but when it 
was over found myself on the ground 
underneath a pile of broken cars ith 
rails and wheels bent 'double in a 
pile of iron just ahead of me. There 
were but three cars left whole on lop 
of all the others. I was bruised on 
face and skin from palms of my hands
